We consider it very desirable that in all 
cases of introduction into civil office, affirmation should take the place of the 
oath. For, as was pointed out in the course of the Parliamentary debate on the 
Prime Minister’s motion, very few members, even of those who are sincere 
Christians, “kies the book” with the reverence which such a religious 
formality demands; while to the large number of members who. aro 
only professing Christians, the administration of the oath is surely ‘an idle 
and meaningless form. But at most this consideration is only a sentimental 
one, and the retention of the English form of adjuration among Christians can 
but bave the effect of administering a somewhat rude shock to our religious 
sensibilities. But the present standing orders of the House of Commons 
involve another question in which we are far more concerned. It is the 
principle of religious liberty which is at the bottom of the controversy, As thé 
Rev. Morris Joseph pointed out in a recent sermon on the subject, to ignore the 
very principle to which we owe our civil rights would be ingratitude 
indeed. But it would be more than this. It would be national suicide, for 
our well-being as a separate religious community must. depend, for all time, 


on the completeness with which the principle of civil and religious equality is 


conceded. No religious sect can well have less in common with Mr, Bradlaugh’s 

gape culative opinions than Jews. But when it is remembered that the same kind 
of argument which has lately been urged against the admission of an Atheiat

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” caer 
Sirn,—In your Notes of last week, undér the head of Sabbath Schools, you 
pointed out, not without some show of justice, an apparent dereliction of duty 


on the part of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, 
I do not think, with all deference to your editorial opinion, that the fault 


lies entirely at tne door of those who have voluntarily assumed the duty of 
diffusing’ religious knowledge throughout the community. The lamp can hardly 
diffuse a radiant light with insufficient oil, and the public indifference which 
leaves this excellent Society bare of funds, and has given it such secant 
encouragement during so mary years, is, to a large.extent, to blame in the 
matter, But there must be a fault iu the constitution of the Association, for, 
in our community, no thoroughly deserving object that secures the confidence 
of the public, is ever allowed to suffer from want of material or moral support. 
If a charity or an organisation fail to secure sufficient funds, it is either that 
it does not supply a need ; that it supplics that need incfliciently ; or that it 
does not take proper steps to secure the ear of the public, It ts this latter fault, 
I think, that is most chargeable to the Diffusion Society, Originally essaying 
to do good on a small ecale, in a quiet, unostentatious manner, it has not 
progressed with the times and doea pot beat its drum and blow its trampec 
sufficiently loudly to attract money to its show. Other charities, with their 
grand dinners, their neatly worded circulars, and their titled patronage, manage 


to secure an amount of attention which the poor little Association under discus- 


sion does not receive, however deserving it may be. | 

Surely, next to supplying the material and physical needs of a community, 
there is nothing so necessary as to secure their spiritual wants. The first words 
that we teach our children to lisp are words of prayer. The latest breath of 
the dying man wafts to heaven a confession of faith and trust. Should it be 
said of us, above all peoples in the world, that we neglect any available means 


of enabling our children not only to live and die in the faith of their fathers, —

| Tue “Hirrires.—At a meeting of the Society of Biblical Archmology held 


Tuesday, Prof. A. H. Sayce, M.A., read an interesting paper on the Hittite Monuments. 


After referring to a previous paper communicated to the Society, and printed in the 


_ Transactions (Vol. V.; p.p. 22-32), in which it was suggested that the so-called Hama- 


thiteinscriptionsoughtrather tobe termed Hittite,and that the hieroglyphiesin which 
they were written were of Hittite invention, and that the existence of these inscrip- 
tions indicated au early connection between the city of Carchemish and the Hittite 
people ; it was now pointed out by Mr. Sayce that his suggestion’ hal been abund- 
antly proved, and that for the future the monuments in question must be spoken of 
as Hittite, and not Hamathite. The various inscriptions known were then referred 
to, and the sculptures. noticed by Taxier, Hamilton, and Perrot in different parts of 
Asia Minor were considered, These bear some resemblance to Egyptian art on the 
one side, and still more to the Assyrian art on the other. but yet have a very marked 
and peculiar character of their own. What makes the matter the more interesting 
is that there are certain elements in early Greek art. which can not be derived from 
a Phoenician source, but can be traced back to this peculiar art of Asia Minor. The 
Hittite monuments of Asia Minor particularly referred to were found carved of the 
rocks at Boghaz Keui and Eyuk, vc., kc, and above all at Karabel, on the old roa] 
between Mphesus and Sardes, The latter, the author had carefully examined last 
autumn, and were he thought of special importance as proving that Hittire 
influence and culture once penetrated as far as the shores of the .Egean. The 
characteristics of the art which was considered to be Hittite. comparing the points 


of costume and forms represented in the hieroglyphics with similar objects of: 


other nations, were described, and the historical notices of the nation on ancient 
monuments referred to. The various Hittite monuments known were described, and 
the hieroglyphic names of various gods and goddesses from the sculptures 
at Boghaz Keui, Hamath, Aleppo, Carchemish. &c.. considered. The divinities 
appear to all have their appropriate symbols, and Hittites characters are attached to 
each of them, evidently expressing their names. Each group of characters begins 
with the same hieroglyphic, which it was considered must therefore be the deter- 
minative prefix of divinity. This character, owing to an apparent resemblance to 
the Egyptian determinative for “ country,’ had been formerly supposed to denote a 


“city.” Mr. Sayce now, however, traced its origin to the winycd. solar disc, and 
pointed out the various forms in which the twosymbols appear on the monuments, 


which he urged, showed at once that this must. have been the case. ‘The- probable 


names and identification of some of the Hittite gods were next considered, Trom 


squeezes taken from the sculpture pseudo-Sesostris at Karabel, the author. had, he 
considered, proved the monument to be of Hittite origin, as he found that duplicates 
of the characters engaged upon it were amongst those on the stones from Carchemish 


and Hamath. The second pseudo-Sesostris he also took to be of Hittite origin, being 


a little more than a reversed copy of the first, set up by this nation as a visible sign 
of empire. The inscriptions themselves were next considered, some of the characters 
of which, such as the tip-tilted boot. or the head crowned with the Hittite tiara, 
prove that they could not have been derived from a foreign source. The Simpiiiica- 
tion of many of the characters into what may be termed hieratic types may be 
traced. While the characters found on the Hittite monuments of Asia Minor agree 
with those of Carchemish, the characters found in the inscriptions of Hamath and 
the seal impressions from the palace of Sennacherib are considerably sim plified... The

The Free: School was full, despite the 
existence of a neighbouring Board School—that in Old Castle Street—where over a 
thousand Jewish childrén attended, For these Jewish religious instruction was 
provided. Attention had aleo been directed to the attendance of about. it K) Jewish 
children at the Gloucester Street Board School in the Commercial Road. For these 
also religious classes were about to be.started. It had been incorrectly stated that 
in the instance of Sabbath Schools Judaism had to learn a lesson from Christianity. 
That was not quite the case. The original founder of schools for the religious train- 
ing of Jewish children was Moses, who had said, ‘ Gather the people together, men 
and women and children, and the stranger that is within thy gates. that they may 
hear and that they may learn and fear the Lord your God. and observe to do all the 
words of the Law.’ It was not intended, he was glad to say, to close the City 
Sabbath School, but, on the contrary, it,was desired to extend it so that it-should 
continue and flourish. He had been asked to propose a vote of thanks to the Com- 
mittee. This he had much pleasure im doing. | He took advantage of the opportunity 
to recall to their mind how much interest was taken in the school by the late Mr. 
If. L. Keeling. to whose active exertions in furthering its welfare the institution owed 
much of its present success.

The deceased was a son of Rabbi Meyer, an erudite Talmudist and excellent 


burgh, and afterwards settled in London. Mr. Rintel was born in 1823 in 
Edinburgh, and received from his father his Hebrew education. After acting 
for a few years as Reader of the Brighton Synagogue, ia which office he was 
succeeded by the late Rev. M. B, Levy, he went in 1844 to Sydney and, in 1849, 


was elected minister of the East Melbourne Congregation. In 1857 Mr. Rintel, 


who was the first authorised Jewish minister in the colony, resigned his office, 


which led-to the establishment of another place of worship under the title of. 


the “ Mikveh Yisrael Melbourne Synagogue.’ Mr. Sclomon Solomon was 


elected President, and Mr. M. Nelson, Treasurer. The first service was held iu | 
Spring Street, and afterwards more extensive premises were leased in Great 


Lonsdale Street East.. In 1859, the congregation obtained a grant of land in 
Stephen Strect, and the fonndation-stone of a new synagogue was laid on the 
28th December, 1859, by’ Mr. Neleon, the President for that year. This small 
synagogue Was opened for divine service in L860, and for some time Mré Rinte] 
officiated without any remuneration for his arduous and self-imposed duties. 


The situation of the synagegue was found to be objectionable, and the number 


of worshippers increased, rendering it desirable to secure a larger building. 
Efforts were, at this juncture, made to bring about an amalgamation of the two 
synagogues in Ibourne. These endeavours were, unfortunately, HOt SUCCE6B- 
ful. A site fora new synagogue was purchased opposite the Parliamentary 
reserve, and the building was consecrated on the 5th September, 1877. He was 
widely respected in the Australian colonies. He acted, on the nomination of 
the Chief Kabbi, as the Chief of the Beth Din and was a persistent upholder of 
orthodox Juiaism. In secular subjects he was essentially a self-taught man. 
DeatH OF Mrs. Sampson Lucas—We regret to announce the death (on 
Wednesday) of Mrs. Sampson Lucas, the widow of the late President of the 
United Synagogue. The deceased lady was a sister of Mrs, Louis Davidson, — 
Jews’ Cotnras.—The twenty-fourth annual report of Jews’ College 
has been issned. [t contains the text of the new constitution of the College. 
The report states that “A glance at the provisions of this document will show, 
that while, with the exception of the closing of the Jews’ College School, no 
characteristic feature of the original Foundation Scheme haa been altered, every 
effort has been made to increase the usefulness and elficiency of the Institution 
and to secure for it a wider and firmer basis in the popular support.” Satixfac- 
tion 1s expressed at the growing interest of the community in the aims of the 
College.

He urged on 
nts the duty of seeing that their children, while devoting their childhood an‘ 
pudding manhood and womanhood to the acquisition of secular knowledge should not 
beunmindful of what they owe to Gol and virtue, and should bear in mind that our 
religion, if wisely taught and free from superstition, isthe best safeguard for a 
man or woman in every walk of life. Mr. Green drew a powerful picture of the 
Jewish house presided over by an intelligent, earnest Jewish mother, and said that 
the whole future of Judaism, whether it should Hourish by human agency or be left 


to work its own divine way, was not in the circumstance that the cnhazan should 
sing pretty airs to tuneful rhymes, or that high-tlown sermons should grace the 
pulpit, but whether.

centenary of Sunday Schools founded in this country by Robert Raikes. We 
Jews had estabushed ,such schools from our earliest history, ‘oe Bible, the 
Mishna, and the Talmud alike bear testimony to this fact. The term i} implies 
monitor—N?}H—‘ superintend.”

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A FEW NOTES ON THE JEWS OF RUSSIA—L 


JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


The political position of the Russian Jews is too well known to need — 
description here at any length. As they do not enjoy the rights of free citizens, 
they necesearily are deprived of the advantages which usually accompany 
those rights. A distinction must, however, be drawn between the congregations — 
of large and those of small towns. There are more than twenty distinct congre- | 
oo in the government of Minsk alone, and a rather excessive number in

generally numbers from three to four hundred familics who, almost invariably, 


in the governments referred to, comprise the principal non-official personager, 


The following remarks upon the Jews of Russia are confined to the Jews 
of the Governments of Minsk, Mobilef, Tchernikoff, Poltava, Nijen, Ekaterin- 
- oslaf, Kherson, and Odessa. In some of these governments I spent years, in — 
others only a few months. There is, upon the whole, no marked difference | 
- between Jewish life in these different localities, their political, material, and 


| impediments have been overcome their knowledge is of little avail to th 


and the Jews generally constitute the majority of the inhabitants. Although | 


the necessaries of life are exceedingly cheap, the struggie for existence is a 


_- very severe one indeed, As no sufficient employment can be found in the town 
for all, the greater number of the Jews are compelled to seek for it in the sur- 


rounding villages. On Sundays they are to be seen leaving the towns to start on 
their weekly journeys. The tailor may be seen toiling along the road and 
carrying on his back a sack wherein are his prayer-book, a loaf of bread, a pot 
for preparing his dinner, and the necessary tools for plying his trade. The 
shoe-maker, the glazier, and the pedlar follow his example. They are often 
accompanied by one or two of their sons’or apprentices, who are to be initiated 
into theit occupations, Thus equipped, they travel from village to village, stop 
at every gate, door, and window to enquire for some work, which is not always 
to be had. Not seldom it occurs that the itinerant workman will thus travel on 


foot for a whole week without earning a penny. As they leave on the Sunday | 


so they return to their humble homes on the Friday, when they are eagerly 
awaited by theirfamilies. The pedlar, has, better than all others, the chance to 
get a tolerable livelihood.’ Having a little cart, or pack, filled with small wares 
much valued by the Russian peasant, he barters them away for wax, honey, 
skins, fruit, grain, &c., in fact anything which he can sell on his return to the 
town. Many Jewish women also travel about the country with small wares, 
and they display much courage and knowledge in thus trying to earn suflicient 
to maintain themselves:and their families. They not only pass weeks together 
in the remotest villages amid uucivilized peasants, but also. travel considerable 
distances from market to market, and buy and sell everything that may possibly 
bring them a profit.. Many of: theee women also carry on petty businesses at. 
home while their husbands devote themeelves to the study of the Taluud or the 


Cabbala. During the absence of the mother the family is generally looked 


after by one of the daughters, all of whom are initiated early in life in domestic ’ 
duties. It will thus be seen how widely different is the position of the Russian 
Jewess from that of her Moorish sister, who when a girl is kept ia strict seclusian 


and idleness, and when married is reduced to a state of servile submission, 


Besides the itinerant tailor, glazier, and pediar, there are Jewish carpenters, 
sawyérs, house-painters, tanners, drivers, &c. Many rent fruit and 
itchen gardens, and sond the produce to other towus. Others keep dairics, 
and dispose of the produce in the same way. <A large proportion of the Jews 
own a garden, several goats, one or two cows, as well as the one-storicd house 
in which they live. Since the emancipation of the serfs, some Jews have acquired 
possession of large tracts of land, which they cultivate with tbe assistance df 
peasant labour. The Jews who thus engage in agriculture are generally better 
off than the other Jews. There are also in nearly every village in the districts 
where Jews are permitted to dwell, one ortwo Jews who deal in spirits, or barter by 


_ exchanging liquors for provisions, which they sell in the nearest town. ‘hese - 
persons generally display a generous hospitality towards Jewish wayfarers, to 


whom the door is always open, and to whom a cordial welcome is extended. Ag 
arule, the table of such persons is covered with viands all. day, and every 
traveller is at liberty to enter and satisfy his hunger. 

The Jews of the large congregations have a wider ficld for their enter- 
prising spirit and commercial instinct. Here.they rival—as far as their material 
and restricted political position permit—thcir Christian neighbours in every 
branch of trade and commerce. The Jew is ubiquitous. He is a baker, driver, 
goldsmith, tailor, watchmaker, hatter, innkeeper, shoemaker, horse-dealer, 

he Jew figures in every petty trade and in the largest commercial enterprises. 


~The Jew keeps the little petty store, and it is a Jow who owns vessels on every 
_Tiver, and to him likewise belong the immense rafts one sees floating down. 
_ towards Kherson, Odessa, &c. The wealthy, though few in number, are dis- 


tinguished for their munificent, large-hearted charity, which is given in propor- 
tion to their wealth. They have excellent synagogues of their own. They 


_ eontribute liberally to the maintenance of great religious schools (Yeshiboth), 


or they support such schools entirely at their own expense. Not a few, too, 


entirely support those who devote themselves to the study of the Talmud.

The most reputed of these schools is that of Valozin, a little 
town in the government of Minsk. [n this Fesiilak many rabbis finisi their 
Talmudic studies, and receive a certificate granting them the standing and 
authority of a Chief Rabbi. As these institutions play such a great ile in 
the intellectual Jife of the Russian Jews, a few remarks on their aim, their 
resources, their nature, and the character of the men they torm ‘may not be out 
of place. | 

The aim of the Yeshebah is to facilitate the acquisition of a knowledge 
of the ‘Lalmud to those who cannot afford to acquire it by means of private 
{cachers. The cultivating and spreading of this study is looked on as aduty 
and to fulfilit is thought a great merit. The belief in the usefuiness of these 
establishments is so great and universal that nearly every Jew does lis best to 
promote their development and to increase their number. There are several of, 
them in the cities of Minsk, Vitepsk Kovno, and Mohilef ; and there is one in 
Kamla, Babrask, Vietka, Ktusk, Shlatzk, Berisina, Mazir, &c. ; but there are none 
in the governments of Little and Southern Russia, where occasionally a kind of 
Talmud ‘“orah School may be. met with. It may be said in. passing that the 
Jews of Little and Southern Russia are neither so learned nor so religious as their 


~ fellow believers in Western Russia, The Jews of the West are not. pleased to 


see their sons going to the South, where they have some chance of turning their 


theological wisdom to profit.
